until August 13, 1996, three months 
late. The Council took ten days to de- 
liberate. 

The result of the ten day delib- 
eration by the Council was a reduc- 
tion in interest charges to residents. 
The Council set the tax levy at 95% 
as opposed to 110% that the Mayor 
advocated. 

In the October 18, 1996 Star Led- 
ger article, Mr. Elvis Gooden indi- 
cated that the Mayor would create a 
higher tax bill for the next tax period. 
1 respectfully disagree with a higher 
tax bill. If the Mayor and the admin- 
istration spent time reducing town- 
ship expenditures such as to elimi- 
nate town cars, unnecessary travel 
expenses, reduce health insurance 
costs and prioritize services as to 
what we can afford to do, we can miti- 
gate any tax increase. Again, unless 
the Mayor has already decided she 
wants a tax increase, Mr. Gooden 
doesn't have the 
authority to deter- 
mine the tax rate. 
Instead, I believe 
he should be look- 
ing at reducing the 
costs of township 
government. The 
flip side of this ar- 
gument is that the 
State of New Jer- 
sey has, by law, to- 
tal authority of our 
fiscal affairs. 
Mayor Bost indi- 
cated she asked 
the State to come 
in and manage the 
township fiscal af- 
fairs as well as do 
a management 
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review. The State of New Jersey will 
defer our tax levy and I am encour- 
aging them not to increase taxes, I 
will ask our state Assemblymen and 
State senator as well as Governor 
Whitman to intervene to stop a prop- 
erty tax increase. 


Does this mean the Mayor and 
our well paid Directors could not 
solve the deficit spending? In 1994, 
Mayor Bost promised to bring cor- 
porate practices to local government. 
Well, in business and industry, when 
staff cannot solve problems, they are 
demoted or let go. According to the 
star Ledger accounts, Mayor Bost 
stated that the employees respon- 
sible for the $5.5 million in unpaid 
bills would not be punished because 
the practice existed in the past. This 
would not be the case in the private 
sector. 

On October 28, 1996, Beth gates, 
Director of the Division of Local Gov- 
ernment Services and the Finance 
Board will meet with the Council. I 
will encourage her not to increase 
property taxes. 

I am appealing to the Mayor to 
stop “press release” government and 
have frank and honest dialogue with 
the Council. To this end, I am spon- 
soring an ordinance that will require 
that the Mayor and Council meet to- 
gether once a month. This ordinance 
goes beyond Mayor Bost, but will re- 
quire the Council and Mayor, not on 
whim or political expediency, to of- 
fer enough caring to restore fiscal 
integrity, priorize business develop- 
ment via our Urban Enterprise Zone 
and to improve the quality of issues 
such as crime and to lobby the Fed- 
eral State and County government 
for Irvington's share of resources.
